SEKIOUS DAMAGE TO TURKS. 


Foilifications at Dardanelles Battered 
By Allied Fleet. 


London, April 30.—4:37 a. m.—Serious 
damage.to the Turkish fortifications re- 
sulted from the bombardment by an al- 
lied fleet which was carried out simul- 
taneously with the lauding of troops in 
the Dardanelles Monday, according to 
the Chronicle's correspondent, who thus 
describes the operations: 


"The bombardment grew terrific about 
midday. 
British and French ships were 
clearly visible from the entrance to the 
straits. 
The largest warships lay at 
the entrance near the European 
sido, 
with others 
in 
Erenkeui 
bay, firing 
heavily on Kalid Bahr and the moun- 
tains beyond. 
In the distivncc several 
•mall shops directed the fire of the large

Kilid BaJir 
road. ; 


"The noise of the guns was continu- 
ous, the discharges frequently reaching 
twenty a >ninute. 


"Away to the left stretched the line 
/of transports which eiTectod landings 
Uite in thif" afternoon on the coasts op- 
posite and on the peninsula. 
The effei;t 
of the naval bombardment evidently wa;^ 
Bevere. Tall columns of snioke and live 
jvere seen on the heights above Seddul 
Bahr, Keoez Point and Cli.anak. 
By 3 
o'clock thé Seddul Baiir fort seemed ut- 
terly'knocked to pieces and the battlf- 
ehips moved further in, indicating that 
all serious opposition on the shores up 
to the narrows- had been definitely bat- 


tered down. The Turks made little at- 
tempt to reply to the warships. 


"Shortly after 
6 
o'clock the Turks 
provided a diversion 
at 
Cape Helle«, 
w^ere the allies had landed a battery 
early in the morning. 
A Turkish bat- 
tery came into sight, moving into posi- 
tion to attack this landing force, but 
before the Turks could open fire one of 
the warships turned its attention 
to 
them and found the range at th§ firat 
shot, burying the battery in a clojjd of 
dust. 
The second shell burst in the 
midst of the gunners. Nevertheless 
the 
Turks stood by their guns and managed 
to fire three ineffective shots before sev- 
en successive bombs dropped by airships 
wiped them out. 


"A fierce artillery duel took place at 
7 o'clock 
between 
forces 
which had 
landed and Turks posted on the heights 
beyond Eski Hisarlik. 
A great British 
battleship came in close i s shore to as- 
sist the. batteries of the landihg force 
and silenced those of the Turks. 


"The net result of the operations is 
that the allies are in complete posses- 
sion of +he tip of the Gallipoli penip- 
sula and the flat shores of Suvla bay, 
ten miles from the narrows on the opiva- 
site side of the peninsula.

Rome, April 29, 7 •25 p. ra.—Belgian 
and French cardinals, archbishops and 
bishops have united In an appeal 
to 
Pope Benedict for the Vatican to aban 
don the attitude of neutrality it has 
maintained since the beginnmg of the 
war. They say they cannot understand 
how 
the 
head of a church which is 
founded on principles of right and jus- 
tice can remain neutral without protest- 
ing at the same time against those who 
violate written or unwritten laws. The 
pontiff is urged to assume an attitude 
which would be epoch-making in the his- 
tory of the papacy. 


Cardinal !Mercicr, archbishop of Ma- 
lines; Cardinal Amette, archbishop of 
Paris,, and other members of the sacred 
collcge have sent memorandums to the 
pope insisting that such an opportunity 
may never occur again for the church 
to show that it stands above political 
considerations, caving 
only 
for 
the 
moral and religious interests of itg peo- 
ple. 
It is recalled that even in the 
Vatican council of 1870 a petition signed 
by 40 bishops was presented, demanding 
that the cliurch promulgate 
Christian 
principles to regulate war and the right 
of nations. 
Other attempts having the 
same object were made even before that 
date. 
In 1868 Cardinal Coullie accepted 
the patronai^e of the "Union f(ff the 
study of rinhts of nations accorduig to 
Christian principles." Among those who 
joincHl in tlie movement were Cardinals 
Rapolla. Mercier, Bourne, Amette, Maffi 
and Vassean. 


The Memorandum. 


The 
memorandum 
presented to the 
pope says: 


'Xow is the moment to put into prac- 
tice the result of those studies as Cath- 
olics and even a certain number of prot- 
estants look to the pope as the natural 
defender of Christian morality, demand- 
ing guidance in matters connected with 
modem civilization which are the out- 
come of Christian teaching, the pontiff 
as the supreme pastor 
of 
CathoUcs 
throughout the world has the right to 
lay down moral principles which should 
govern all Christian nations in their re- 
ciprocal relations. 


"The earliest theologians 
condemned 
war altogether, but later, chiefly through 
the influence of St. 
Augustine, 
war 
eometimes was considered inevitable. St. 
Thomas and other authorities teach that 
war always is unlawful unless it is just, 
when justice can exist only through a 
just cause, and a right intention. 


"In justice war is no more morally r^ht 
for a nation than for an individual and 
its perpetrators are condemned by Chris- 
tian principles. Theologians d^ounceas 
a pagan error the arrestion that 'mi^t 
is right,' or that the right to wage war 
depends on force of arms. It is worse 
still when a stronger country fights 
from a desire for conquest or demands 
a great indemnity.

6.—Pay for time delayed at initial or 
final terminal in addition to all mileage 
or time made on trip. 


7.—Automatic release when arrived at 
terminal; if used again to be considered 
a new day. 


8.—Pay for continuous tine, after 15 
hours' rest, whila held away from home 
terminal, at rate of.laat service per- 
formed. 


O.-r-Enginemen "dead heading" 
shall 
be paid the same rate as the enginemen 
hauling them.

LESSON OUT OF THE PAST. 


(Indiana Daily Times.) 


One hundred years ago, in Indiana, a 
man and a maid were wed. The male 
was a person of feeble niitid. The fe- 
Tnale also was feeble-minded. Five gen- 
erations springing from this improper 
union have been 
traced. 
Fifty-Bcvcn 
persona have been followed. 


Eighteen members of the family have 
been inmates of public institutions main- 
tained by the state. Up to the first of 
this year the state had fed and sup- 
ported thirteen members of this family 
for an aggregate of 203 years and five 
months. 
At an average maintenance 
cost per capita of $125 a year, this one 
mistaken wedding of a hundred years 
ago had provided thirteen public wards 
at a cost of more than $215,000 to the 
state. 
This is exclusive of some $700 a 
year to provide for five young women 
of the family who are cared for at the 
school for feeble-miftiled youth at Fort 
Wayne. 


Eleven members of this same fanjily 
have spent forty-four years and more 
in county poor houses; seven have been 
in orphans' ^iomes 
forty-one 
years; 
eight have been in the school for feeble- 
minded youth 111 years and more; one 
has been in the Indiana girls' school 
eight years. 


Twenty-four malfs of thi» line 
have 
been recorded. Qf these, seventeen were 
feeble-minded and but three were nor- 
mal. 
Twenty-eight females are of rec- 
ord , and of the females nineteen were 
feeble-minded, one wag insane and six 
were normal. 


The record of fifty-seven shows thirty- 
six feeble-minded, one insane, 
elevep 
whose normality was questioned, seven 
eex offenders and nine illefitimate off- 
spring. Nin^'out of fifty-seven descend- 
ants of that imfortunate 
unbalanced 
marriage of 1815 are recorded as being 
normal. 


What a record of vrong 
and evil 
growing out of the suppofedly holy in- 
BtitutioQ of wedlock! 
What an argur 
ment is her« presented in {%vnr of eu- 
genic marriage legislation » 4 against 
existing reckless unrestraint, with its 
social and economic waste and dorss- 
taiion! 


The records -here noUd are supplied 
by Amos W. Butler, seeretarr of the 
board of state charitiea of lodwna. The 
story of thb one family of belpless 
social parasites, with itf live feaera- 
tions of euiDulative woe and waste and 
evil, ought to be forced hone on. «very 
citizen who thinks, to t ^ end that in 
coming years rem^^I and protective 
legislation may be pMSed in the biehalf 


of a chastened and punished society. 


Indiana ought to lose 
no time in 
studying the problem of mental defec- 
tiveness within the state. 
This rccord 
of one unhappy marriage five genera, 
tions back clearly shows the growth of 
the mentally defective population and 
the immense accumulation of expense 
incident to public care for the resulting 
army of dependent persons. 


No doubt this single example could he 
repeated hundreds of times out of rec- 
ords now ^available. 
The situation is 
appalling. 
It calls for systematic, in- 
telligent, scientific'action 
to 
compel 
such legislation and such state control 
as shall be sufficient to meet a 
real 
social and economic emergency.

for it froze the sheltered water between 
th^ sand and the mainland so that sup-, 
^plies could be sleBged across in suffi- 
cient quantity to keep soul and body 
together. 


Ignorant of the fate that might have 
befallen those they had left behind, suf- 
fering terribly in th« bitter weather, 
the fugitives waited, hoping desperately 
that the reinforcements for which they 
had appealed so earnestly had arrived 
to drive the Russians out. 
There they 
remained a week, or for four days aft- 
er the invaders had been expelled with 
great losses. 


For three days the Russian 
troops 
camped about the town. 
Their swoop 
on Memel seemed to have been inspired 
by no tactical reasons, for they did not 
sink the ships in the land'locked har- 
bor, nor fortify themselves. 
Germany's 
threat that Russian towns would be 
destroyed if they continued to 
burn 


down German villages is believed to 
have restrained them from destroying 
Memel. 


Instead they cleaned out virtually ev- 
ery delicatessen store, every provision 
market and every wine and liquor es- 
tablishment in Memel. 
Individual sol- 
diers, prowling about, entered the homes 
of inhabitants and added to their fear 
by their depredations and their threatf. 


On Sunday the German reinforcements 
began to arrive, and the Russians be- 
gan to leave. A few hours later a trail 
of dead bodies from the oenter of the 
little city to Althof—or its remnants- 
told the story of the departure. When 
the last Russian had gone and the in- 
habitants ventured out of their homes, 
171 corpses were picked up and piled 
together preparatory to burial 
in 
a 
conxmon grave. 
This gruesome work was still in prog- 


ress when an Associated Press corre^ 
spondent reached Memel,

Such is Opinion of Presi- 
dent of Lincoln High- 
way Association. 


Detroit, Mich., April 30.—That 
the 
next fifty years will constitute a good 
roads era for the United States is the 
belief expressed by Henry B. Joy, presi- 
dent of the Lincoln Highway associa- 
tion. 
He says the meaning of the Lin- 
coln highway may well be summed up 
in just one word—progress. 


According to Mr. Joy, thousands of 
miles of feeder roads throughout 
tlie 
coiintry will be opened up and perma- 
nently improved, which ultimately will 
put every part of the country in touch 
with the Lincoln highway, the backbone 
of the nation's entire system. 
There 
are still 2,000,000 miles of unimproved 
road in the United fêtâtes, and he be- 
lieves that the Lincoln highway is an 
• object lesson of siu-Ti magnitude that 
the entire nation will heed it until not 
a mile of tinimproved roadway remains. 


"The 
American 
public 
is 
rapidly 
awakening to the value and necessity of 
the permanent road, whether it be call- 
ed a Lincoln highway or not," Mr. Joy 
declares. "Road building in this country 
will increase by leaps and bounds with 
the passing years until we have a na- 
tion-wide condition here such as was 
enjoyed by France and Germany before 
the Avar; and the practical progress and 
permanent 
prosperity which that 
as- 
sures can only be provisioned by the 
most imaginative. 


If the Lincoln highway has any one 
predominating meaning, it is the mean- 
ing to the farmer, the suburbanite, the 
one who by choice or necessity lives 
apart from the metropolitan 
centers; 
and this, of course, includes the greater 
proportion of our population. 
For the 
Lincoln highway stands for' permanent 
roads leading from some place to some 
place and l)uilt for the purpose of get- 
ting people from where 
they are to 
where they want to go, and merchan- 
dise and food produce from where they 
are plentiful to where they are scarce, 
Mithout regard to season. 


"Take the case of Noble county, In- 
diana, a wealthj^ agricultural section of 
the state, which contains some twenty- 
three miles of Lincoln highway. 
This 
county is the greatest onion-raising cen- 
ter in the country, but up until this 
year there was not a foot of improved 
road in the entire countj*. 
The farmers 
could not take advantage of favorable 
market conditions; they were governed 
entirely by favorable road conditions, 
with the result that every farmer was 
forced to take his onions to market at 
the same time that every other farmer 
wa.s taking his, and they all received 
prices based upon an over-supplied mar- 
ket. 


"That the farmers of this section of 
Indiana have awakened to this state of 
affairs is shown by the fact that they 
Voluntarily asked A, R. Pardington, vice 
president of the Lincoln Highway asso- 
ciation, to come to Noble coimty and 
give a series of talks on what perma- 
nent roads means to the modern- farm- 
er. 
The result is that an election Avill 
be held this sjiring for deciding 
the 
question of having the county employ 
road viewers and having a survey made, 
preparatory to a general improvement of 
roads which will include the permanent 
construction of the twenty-three miles 
of Lincoln highway in the county. 


"St. Joseph county, Indiana, another 
Lincoln highway county, has just sold 
$174,6.35 worth of bonds for the perma- 
nent improvement of fourteen miles of 
Lincoln highway, eighteen 
feet 
wide. 
The work will be done this spring. This 
is the result of a year and a half of 
educational work, and the stimulus sup- 
plied by 2,000 barrels of cement placed 
in the county gratis by the association." 


The tourist also is to reap a great 
benefit from the Lincoln highway, for, 
says Mr. .Joy, "as the travel over 
the 
Lincoln highway increases, as it will 
year after year, a tremendous improve- 
ment will be observed in the class of ac- 
commodations to be secured along the 
route. 
This year it is estimated that 
some .5,000 cars, carrying 20,000 people, 
will make the trip to the Pacific coast 
along the Lincoln highway. 
Already 
hotels along the route are enlarging, re- 
decorating, making their grounds 
and 
buildings more attractive and advertis- 
ing the quality and excellence of their 
çuisine. . At many potnts in the west 
new hotels and restaurants are going 
up. All these things represent progress. 


"Every city along the route is striv- 
ing and will continue to strive to pre- 
sent a good appearance—clean streets, 
fair treatment by the police, attractive 
and well-kept 
public 
buildings 
and 
groimds. It means well-dragged country 
roads, well-kept lawns, hedges, fences,,

Cleveland, O., April 28.—Cleveland is 
making preparations for the sitting of 
the first "World Court Congress" to be 
held at the chamber of commerce in this 
city May 12-14 next.

has for its president John Hays Ham- 
mond, of Gloucester, Mass., and New 
York, mining engineer and civiciat, while 
associated with him as former President 
William T. Taft, Judge Alton B. Par- 
ker, the governors of more than twenty 
states and other leaders. 


The selection of Cleveland as the seat 
of this gathering was arranged through 
the chamber of commerce, which has 
been in almost daily long-distance com- 
munication with 
President 
Hammond 
during the past week, and will bring to 
Cleveland next month from 600 to 700 
distinguished men in the United States. 


"The project of the world court con- 
gress," Resident John Hays Hammond 
declared in one of his communications to 
the chamber of commerce, "is to pro- 
vide a true international court of jus- 
tice. 


"It is of no sudden conception. 
It 
was adopted in effect by the forty-four 
states composing the 
Second 
Hague 
Conference in 1907, was indorsed by the 
Institute of International Law in 1902, 
and since 1907 has received the hearty 
support of all the leading powers, in- 
cluding Great Britain and Germany. It 
has been exhaustively studied at fovir 
annual conferences of the American So- 
ciety for Judicial Settlement of Inter- 
national Disputes and by foreign gov- 
ernments and publicists.

English and Belgian Coasts Objects of 
German Offensive. 


London, April 30.—(12:30 p. m.)—The 
east coast of England has been sub- 
iected to an aerial attack, accompanied 
bv the usual infliction of material dam- 
age, but without casualties of any sort. 
Like former raids this one of last night 
is marked by differences of opinion as 
to the type of air machines used by the 
Germans, but most people agree that a 
Zeppelin carried the raiders, who ar- 
rived in the small hours of the morning 
and spent a brief time over.

German troops here took 
prisoner one French officer and 30 men 
and held the groxmd gained agaist re- 
peated French counter attacks. 


"Near Comay, in the eastern part of 
the Argonne, an aeroplane of the enemv 
came to earth. The aviators were found 
to be dead. 


"Between the Meuse and the Moselb, 
French attacks on positions consuered 
by us on the heights of the Meuse, re- 
sulted in failure. 
Also ta the north of 
Flierey, a French charge failed with 
heavy losses. 
In the fighting on the 
heights of the Meuse between April 24 
and April 28, the French lost in prison- 
ers, 43 officers, including three redi- 
mental commanders and about 4.1000 
men.

Arrigo, a mere stripling, was fishing. 
He lost his balance and toppled from 
the pier. Screams of his brother Charles. 
12 years old, attracted Tordio. He threw 
off his shoes, coat and hat and jumped 
in. For fifteen minutes the battle with 
death ran on, 


Tordio did not knew the science of 
rescuing a drowning person. He might 
have stunned the boy and got back to 
the pier. But he merely T»ed his mxiscle, 
Then the little boy, in a death grapple, 
tightened his arms around Tordio like 
two small bands of steel. 


The larger boy tired. The murky wa 
ter ran over his face. Por an instant he 
thought he might lose. 
That was his 
'xmdoing. Fear unnerved him.. He fought 
in a frenzy. 
They went down together, 
the younger boy strangling but still 
clasping his two small bands of steel 
around the rescuer's body. 


They came up, or Tordio's .face did. 
With the terror of death on him, Tordio 
made a last desperate effort. It failed. 
He opened his mouth to call for help, 
but the voice was drowned with the 
gurgling water. 
He quit. 
His hands 
went up in a last act of despair. Then 
they went down. In a moment there was 
nothing on the water at that point save 
a few tiny waves and a few bubbles. 


The police came with grappling books. 
The body of little Arrigo was recovered. 
The doctors worked for an hour to drive 
air back into the water bloated lungs. 
It was futile. 


Tordio's body is still on the floor of 
the river somewhere. He did not know 
the boy he tried to save.

beverage, and a food. 
It is neither of 
these things; but a dangerous, narcotic 
drug. 
Science so now declares, getting 
its results from exhaustive experiments 
with animals and men. 


"2. The industrial world is placing 
the ban on liquor because it robs work- 
ing men of efficiency. . Great corpora- 
tions are refusing to employ drinking 
men. 


"3. The business world has discov- 
ered that there is no revenue in a sa- 
loon license. 
The United states gov 
emment does not receive any real reve- 
nue from the liquor traffic; when the 
people of a nation spend $2,000.000,000 
annually for liquor and the government 
collects $222,000,000, that 
cannot 
be 
called a revenue. 
This does not take 
into account the great army of defec- 
tiies, insane, idiotic, crippled, paupers, 
and criminals which the state has to 
take care of. 


"The next step in dealing witb the 
liquor traffic is national prohibition, and 
the reasons for it are these: 


"First, it is a national issue because 
the government draws revenue from the 
traffic and protects it. 


"Second, the people are demanding 
national prohibition .t)ecauie the liquor 
states do not protect their humanity 
from the evil of the liquor traffic. Cities 
like New Yojrk, Philadelphia, 
Boston, 
Chicago, have so far taken no steps to 
remove the saloons with all their crime 
producing and evil results. 
Humanity 
is worth i^ore than property. 
Human- 
ity is being destroyed by the saloon. If 
the buildings in thes«.cities were be- 
ing destroyed by gangs of lawless men, 
the people would be very indignant and 
do everything in their power to arrest 
and punish these i men. 
The liquor is 
destroying t^at which it worth more 
than all thè property in these cities. 
If the liquor states will no<^ protect 
their hmnimity, the United States gov- 
ernment ought to do it for them. This 
it not i n invasion of ilata riglitt, but 
a protection of thèas. 


Dtauad National PtoblMtlta. 


"Third, the proUbitiott ttatei them* 
selves demand nationid probilâtion to 
protect their state riglitt} when the 
,Webb-Kenyon bill, the interttate com* 
merce meature, waa pueed by eongress. 
It was a great protection to the state 
rights of Kansat. 
îUl tbe prohibition 
ttatet are demandiav national prohi- 
bition. to that thev mai^ be orotoeted 


New York and Pennsylvania, the people 
send him to the legislature. 
Such a 
: condition of things is a legal absurdity. 


"Fifth, the greatest need of national 
prohibition is the need of hxunanity. If 
people are worth more than property, 
the liquor traffic o«ght to be abolished. 
By the common consent of intelligent 
mankind alcohol is now known to be 
the great common destroyer. As long as 
it is made someone will want to sell it, 
and others will want to drink it. 
The 
only real remedy for the world is the 
complete annihilation of the traffic by 
forbidding the manufacture of alcphol 
as beverage and medicine. 


"The people of this country are de- 
manding national prohibition. 
Men of 
all parties are coming together on this 
issue. 
If the democratic party puts 
national prohibition into its platform, 
it will probably remain in power. 
If 
it does not do it, and the republicans 
have the political wisdom to aidopt na- 
tional prohibition, they will come back 
into power. 
If the political parties do 
not get on the water wagon, they will 
go under it." 


Address by Daniel A. Polling. 


"The Dawn of National Prohibition" 
was the subject of the address delivered 
Friday afternoon by Daniel A. Poling. 
He spoke in part as follows: 


"Never again will a congressman be 
elected in the United States without de- 
claring himself either for or against na- 
tional prohibition. 
There will never be 
another general election without 
the 
recognition of prohibition as one of the 
great issues before the people. 


"We stand in the morning of a great 
political judgment day—a day when men 


and organizations are being weighed and 
when some are being found wanting. 
But a day 
when 
fearless, 
patriotic 
statesmen. are standing forth to lead 
the people into the promised land of na- 
tional prohibition. 


TiUTiing to the industrial phase of 
the liquor problem, the speaker 
said: 
"Wo can tinker with the tariff until 
doomsday and not begin to solve the 
problem of the high cost of living until 
we take two billion dollars out of the 
thieving fists of John Barleycorn. This 
is the annual drink bill of the United 
States. 


Reason for Child Labor. 


"The problem of child labor is not 
solved by taking children out of mines 
and factories. 
WTjy are they there? 
At least 350,000 children who iabor are 
suffering industrial abuses because the 
liquor traffic has tampered with the nat- 
ural provider, has impaired or cut off 
entirely the earning power of the par- 
ent. 


"Who is the first man laid off and 
the last man taken onr 
The fact that 
the father has 'lost his job' does not 
signify that the child has lost its ap- 
petite. 


"We are fighting for a saloonless na- 
tion, that we may have a country free 
from the partnership of the liquor traf- 
fic, and a flag that carries not a single 
liquor stain." 


He gave the history of the 
Flying 
Squadron of America, telling how it was 
organized in Columbus, O., immediately 
after the national convention of the 
Anti-Saloon league in November, 1913. 
He said that the flying squadron is not 
officially connected in any way, as a 


movement, with any other temperanco 
organization, and that tlic funds raised 
by it are raised for the support of its 
nation-wide propaganda of 
education, 
agitation and enlistment. 


The enlistment pledge of the flying 
squadron is a definite promise to liold 
candidates, officers and parties responsi- 
ble for their attitude on the 
liquor 
traffic. It is the purpose to secure sev- 
eral million signatures to tbLs declara- 
tion in the interests of the national con- 
stitutional prohibition, and for the elec- 
tion to power everywhere or administra-- 
tions pledged to the enforcement of pro 
hibition. 
* 


Sentiment Will Remain. 


"The squadron 
fights 
to strengthel 
the hands of every group of tcmperanc* 
workers laboring for national constitu* 
tional prohibition. 
The sentiiiient cre- 
ated by it will remain after the fly- 
ing squadron campaign 
is completed. 
This sentiment will make for the suc- 
cess of the plans and programs of the 
imited temperance forces of the nation, 
represented in the permanent temper- 
ance organizations." 


At the close of the campaign of the 
squadron, the pledges taken and' the 
money remaining in the treasury will 
be turned over to the national council 
of one hundred, which is composed of 
repi-esentative leaders from ninety-sev- 
en of the national temperance organiza- 
tions of the country. 


Concluding, the speaker said: 
"We 
are anxious to assist every worthy ef- 
fort being made Tocally to enforce the 
law and to destroy the saloon, but tha 
chief object of our (j^mpaign is a 'Sa- 
loonless Nation.' "

; LESSON TEXT-I Samuel M:1.12. 
' GOLDEN 
TEXT—Whoso puttcth 
hi« 
trust In the Lord shall be safe.—Prov. 
29:25. 


Although anointed by Samuel. TIC- 
torious In arms and promoted at court, 
David was many years In reaching his 
throne. 
At first both court and army 
did him honor (ch. 18:2), yet he con- 
ducted 
himself 
with great 
modesty 
(18:18, 23). 
He also obeyed the king 
explicitly though he fcifew fully that 
he was the God-appointed 
successor 
of Saul. 
Escapes as wonderful and as 
providential as David's occur in t h e 
lives of most of us If w® could but 
know them. 


f. 
David and Jonathan, w . T-3. T h e 
story of the lore of David and Jona- 
than i s a classic. 
With such 
close 
family relations and a son-in-law so 
successful at arms It Is strange that 
Saul's anger should vent itself upon 
David. 
At 
first 
Saul was much at- 
tached to David but the admiration of 
the people for David aroused his Jeal- 
ousy, (ch. 18:6) and Jealousy is pecu- 
liarly a soldier's disease. 
The slave of 
Jealousy never has peace. 
As sin and 
disobedience developed In his life Saul 
became subject to fits of Insane rage 
during one of which, as David played 
upon his harp and endeavored to quiet 
the 
monarch's 
spirit, 
he 
hurled 
a 
Javelin, which served as his scepter, 
at the harpist (ch. 19:10). 
Saul felt 
that David was divinely protected and 
he knew that God had departed from 
his own life (15:23; 16:14). 
Saul did 
not keep his grief and rage to himself 
for Jonathan 
and 
the nation 
alike 
knew all about It. 


i fl. 
Saul and Jonathan, w . 4-7. 
It 


took 
courage 
and 
self-sacrifice 
on 
Jonathan's part to speak on behalf of 
David. 
Prudence 
and principle 
are 
combined In Jonathan's plea. 
Those 
who envy Include In their h a t e and 
anger all who speak kindly In behalf 
of their enemy. 
But Jonathan's argu- 
ment 
(vv. 
4, 
5) 
la 
unanswerable. 
David had not sinned «^»Inst Saul; it 
was Jehovah who "wrought a 
great 
salvation for all Israel" on the 
day 
David took his life in his hand and 
'overcame Goliath. Jonathan pleads for 
God as well as for his friend. 
H e 
called to Saul's memory his f o r m e r 
Joy 
a t 
seeing 
Jehovah's 
victory 
through David and for the time being 
Saul was persuaded (t. 6) and made 
another of those impetuous promises 
which proved so 
fleeting. 
Ushered by 
Jonathan (Matt. 5:9) David returned 
to Saul's presence, entered once more 
upon the discharge of his duties and 
desisted only when he saw that his 
presence only aggravated the king and 
that he was uselessly exposing his life 
In Saul's presence. 
David was faith- 
ful to Ood and to God's anointed king. 


III. MIchaf and David, w . 8-12. 
Saul's hatred was too deep to be per- 
manently overcome. 
David went out 
and won a great victory over the Phi- 
listines and as he followed his courtly 
duty, Saul burst out with a fresh at- 
tack (vv. 8, 9). 
David had 
married 
MIchal when about twenty-one years 
of age and Saul's attacks occurred dur- 
ing t h e next three years. 
T h e evi. 
spirit mentioned was a demon (18:10; 
Acts 16:16-18; Mark 1:23-26), a mes- 
senger of Satan permitted by God for 
Saul's discipline (II Cor. 12:7). 
God 
permits evil to come upon men not to 
(tempt them—solicit them to do wrong 
—but to bring them to repentance or 
to refine them as pure gold. Thus evil 
may be said to do God's work (ch. 
4:1) "to be sent f r o m Jehovah." 


IV. Summary. All who enry are 
murderers at heart (Matt, 27:18; IJohn 
3:13,-15). The present day murderers 
hurl their Javelins of slander, lying 
and vituperation against the reputa- 
tion of the men whom they hate. Or 
else they hurl unfair and unjust busi- 
ness methods at others that they may 
perpetuate their power or else build 
themselves up upon the ruins of those 
whom they envy. Saul missed David 
but he was no less a murderer. Satan 
always overshoots the mark when he 
assails one of God's anointed, chosen 
ones. 
Saul could not harm David 
though he wished to ever so much 
(PS. 37:32, 33; Isa. 64:17; Lake 4:30; 
10:39). Saul's hatred stopped not even 
at the threshold of David's house but 
invaded the sacred precincts of his 
home. 
Envy is blind, it assails all 
that a man hr«, spares none with 
irhom he is connected and colon er- 
Bry act and relation of life eren to the 
relations of father and child. 
Saul 
was frustrated by his own children, 
Jonathan and Michai. David's danger 
was imminent, hence hfa speedy es- 
cape. 


Men are strong in so far as they 
nee God's purpose'and discipline in 
their lives. 


Saul's experience at Naioth (rr. 23, 
24) was a response of his emotional 
oature to a religious appeal, another 
time when God wàa waiting to b« 
gracions. 


Divested of his armor and onter 
robes Saul lay in a trance, orercome 
by the power of him who tnnw the 
heart! of men at Mirera of water. 


The wrath of man la made to pralaa 
blm, the life, of tho prophet ti pre- 
•enred and llkeiriB« tka Ufa of kla 
•ervaat David.

Widespread Criticism Now 
Heard in England 
Over It. 


London, April 15.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—Widespread criti- 
cism is heard in England over the ad- 
ministration of the Prince of Wales' na- 
tional relief fund, which now amounts 
to $25,000,000, About a third of this 
has been expended thus far. 


The criticism comes from two sides. 
The Workers' national committee com- 
plains that 17,000,000 has been spent 
in relieving dependents of soldiers and 
sailors, and only $1,000,000 for the re- 
lief of civil distress, which the commit- 
tee declares was the principal object of 
the fund. 
On the other hand, families 
of soldiers and sailors complain 
that 
there are unreasonable delays in mak- 
ing allowances and payments, and that 
the administrators 
of the fund 
have 
taken no notice of many cases of genu- 
ine distress. 


The Workers' 
national 
committee, 
which is understood to have the back- 
ing of the trades unions, has asked the 
executive committee of the fund for "a 
full statement of receipts and expendi- 
tures, together with an explanation of 
the policy whibh has been pursued in 
the administration of the fund." 


In Glasgow, a serious situation has 
arisen through a notice circulated a few 
days ago by the local luranch of the re- 
lief fund executive committe«, stating 
that the fund would not continue tp pay 
the weekly rent of 9,000 dependants. 
The Glasgow secretary at the 
same 
time stated thai this action was taken 
•gainst the wish of the local commit- 
tee, which had in good faith made prom- 
Itea to the. soldiera'. relative which it 
was now unable to folflll.* 


The defease of the fanenl executive 
eommiUee is tlius given in the Timet: 
"The committee admlto that the locaT 


long the fund will be entirely relieved 
of this charge upon it. 


"At the beginning of the 
war, the 
army pay office had on its books 
onh' 
1,.506 soldiers' wives. 
The number en- 
titled to 
separate 
allowances 
is now 
close to 1,000,000, and they are paid 
weekly. 
The 
number 
of 
households 
granted relief by the fund has been over 
500.000. 
So far as practicable the mon- 
ey thus expended is 
being 
recovered 
from the war office. 


"Substantial sums have been granted 
for the temporary relief of 
wounded 
soldiers and sailors, and for the provi- 
sion of employment 
and training for 
the partially disabled. 


"Grants from the fund for the relief 
of the civil population are made solely 
on the recommendation of the govern- 
ment committee on the prevention and 
relief of distress, of which the presi- 
dent is Herbert Samuel, president of 
the local government board. 


"Unemployment, as everyone knows, 
is much less serious than was anticipat- 
ed, and it has not been necessary 
to 
make any very heavy demands on the 
fund for the assistance of cases of dis- 
tress among the civil population. 
So 
long as the govei^nment's demand for 
labor on government work remains un- 
satisfied, it would be impossible to re- 
gard without grave anxiety the contin- 
ued reliance of men and women on re- 
lief 
funds. 
The 
committee therefore 
urges its local committees to scrutinize 
carefully the circumstances of all ap- 
pj[ications for civil relief."

forecast bv Secretary William C. Rod- 
field, of tli'c department of comniercp, in 
a speech here today before the Ameri- 
can Academy of roHtical and Social 
Seicncc. 
Both (jormany 
and 
Groat 
Britain, the sccrctary of commerce said. 
Mere in danger of losing their supre- 
macy in the foreign trade, if the war 
continued. 


"i\o one, I think," he said, 'Svould be 
surprised to find the United States sec- 
ond in the world's competition, nor, if 
tlic M-ar siiall long continue, be aston- 
ished to find Jier first."' 


Secretary Iledficld, whose subject was 
"America's International Trade as Af- 
fected by the European War," reviewed 
commercial conditions in the world trade 
prior to the outbreak of the Avar, show- 
ing tliat Great Britain, Germany and 
tlie United States ranked in the order 
named in competition for foreign busi- 
ness. 
He said that the United States, 
when hostilities began found itself un- 
prepared to meet the situation cither 
financially 
or in a commercial way. 


"It is not necessary," he said, "to re- 
view the history of the critical months 
of August and September last. I never 
think of that period without tlmnk- 
fulness to the men In private business 
and finance who with great courage and 
wise resource pulled us through those 
trying weeks. 
I hope they will ac- 
knowledge as freely that the govern- 
ment did what it was able then to do 
to the same end. We arc concerned, how- 
ever, chiefly to consider what the ex- 
traordinary change is which has come 
over the face of our foreign trade since 
these things were done. 


"A floating debt of perhaps four hun- 
dred million dollars ha« been paid in 
goods, and not in gold. 
Some of the 
gold Ave had exported to pay Avhat Ave 
owed before the war has come back to 
us in pay for debts due us. It amounts 
since the 1st of December to over six 
hundred million dollars. 
AVe are sav- 
ing money as a nation at an astonish- 
ing rate. The nations of the world turn 
to us for cash. The nations turn to us, 
both belligerent and neutral, not only 
to furnisli them goods, but to loan them 
the money with. Avhich to pay for the 
foods they buy from us. Wc are lending 
tho world money and we are selling the 
Avorld goods, and both to such an ex- 
teiTt that our foreign financial outlook 
and the condition of our export trade 
has taken on within ten months ah en- 
tirely ncAV significance. 
A new spirit 
has come into our commercial life—a 
neAV sense of relationship to others and 
of our power to help them and of our 
ability to supply them." 


"It is doubtless risky," he continued, 
"to foretell Avhat the ultimate effects 
of the current Avar shall be upbn oitr 
commerce. 
We know Avhtre Ave were 
before the war began—a 
great 
and 
growing competitor of others Avho haxi 
many adA'antages over us. 
We knoAV 
Avhere Ave are noAV while the Avar goes 
on—^the one great industrial and com- 
mercial country Avhich is at peace and 
certain to remain so. 
These things we 
know and we are glad ttiat they arc so. 
One of our great competitors has been 
for eight month« out of the market. No 
one has suffered from her competition 
during that period. Another and lessor 
competitor also has been excluded. 
A 
third great competitor has been so in- 
tensely occupied in the struggle as to

ASHLEY LIGHT PLANT BURNS.

No recômmendâtionè will be made un- 
til early ift July, as the board desires 
to make several general inquiries con- 
ceming the commercial and industrial 
aspects of the problem. 


Board Issues a Statement. 


Before leaving Fort Wayne the board 
issued the following statement: 


"The board has very carefully consid- 
ered all the physical data, plans and es- 
timates relative to the feasibility of the 
canal as a practical undertaking from 
an engineering standpoint. 
The bo^d 
has alsp gone over the commercial in* 
formation that has been compiled in 
great detail. 


"The' two routes that have been given 
definite consideration have been desig- 
nated as the northern route and the 
southern route, respectively. Both coti- 
template 
utilizing 
the Maumee river 
from Toledo to Fort Wayne. 
From this 
city the norttiern route goes by Goshen, 
Soiith Bend, to Michigan City, with an 
extension via Gary to Indiana Harbor. 
The southern royte 
runs 
from 
Fort 
Wayne via Huntington and Rochester 
to Gary and thence to ïndiaa Harbor. 
Each of these routes has certain ad- 
vantages over the other but the expense 
of the two will not greatly differ. The 
cost will, however, be considerably great- 
er than has been appreciated by some of 
those interested in the proposed canal. 


"The board still has some general in- 
quiries to make concerning the com- 
mercial and industrial aspects of the 
problem and it hopèi to conclude this 
report and to definitely formulate its 
recommendations early in June." 


Local Citizens Present Arguments. 
Shortly after 3 o'clock Thursday af- 
ternoon, members of the board listened 
to arguments in favor of the canal pre- 
sented bv Perry A. Randall, Charles S. 
Bash and Thomas E. Ellison. Mr. Ellison 
declared that between 10,000,000 and 
12,000,000 cubic feet of 
stone 
was 
transported each year from Indiana to 
the cast and that this, included only 
the best gradés of stone. The lesser or 
inferior grades of stone were never mar- 
keted, he said, because the rate of trans- 
portation was 'so high. With the Erie 
and Michigan barge canal, millions of 
more tons of this stone could be quar- 
ried and sold. 


Mr. Basil told the board that even 
though it 1.9 found that the rate for 
waterway transportation is more than 
the rate by rail, the waterway is needed 
for the reason that the railroads can- 
not do the business. 


Mr. Randall declared that be believed 
the statement that it wofuld cost |80,- 
000,000 to btiild the canal was wrong. 
He gave it as his opinion that it could 
be built for one-third what it cost to 
build the Erie canal, which waa con- 
structed at a cost of $120,000,000.

Many Are Pilled and City 
Paces Necessity for 
Heavy Expense. 


That most of the 2,000 catch basins 
that are a part of the city's sewer sys- 
tem are in bad condition and that a 
great number of them are so filled up 
as to be useless has been disclosed by 
an inspection which Mayor Hosey and 
the members of the board have been 
making. 
That 
these conditions must 
promptly be remedied even if the city 
has to borrow the money to foot the bill 
was the statement of Mayor Hosey 
Friday. 


The condition of the basins is the 
consequence of a long course of neglcct 
extending through many years. 
All of 
the basins contain deposits of sand and 
silt and some of them have become fill- 
ed to a point where the sewers leading 
from them are sealed. 
Persistence of 
the neglcct to clean the catch basins 5n 
time would put the city's sewer system 
practically out of commission. 
Mayor 
Hosev will urge action at once and pro- 
poses that a chart be prepared showing 
the location of all catch basins so that 
a check may be kept on them to show 
when they are cleaned. 
That the sewer 
maintenance and repair 
appropriations 
are too small is the belief of the mayor. 
For this year $4,400 was appropriated 
and of this sum $900 goes for the pay- 
ment of the inspector's salary, leaving 
but $3,500 for actual operations. 


Street and Sewer Superintendent Her- 
man Strodol will have completed the 
huge task of cleaning the intercepting 
sewer early next week and then the 
work of ascertaining the extent of the 
job of cleaning the catch basins will be 
taken up.

Organization Was the First 
to Propose the Dixie 
Highway. 


Chattanooga, Tcnn., April »©.—There 
is probably no more active or enthusi- 
astic automobile club in the country than 
the Chattanooga Automobile club, al- 
though it is less than a year old. That 
organization undoubtedly established f 
record by taking hold of the Dixie high 
way so early in the club's career and 
making this tremendous, 
far-reaching 
project the success evidenced by the 
meeting here. The club deserves and is 
being accorded entire credit for grasping 
full import of a permanent, connected 
highway from Chicago tojiMiami, and 
for arranging the meeting to start a 
tangible movement for such a highway. 


Members of the club traveled about 
1,000 miles in varying weather, 
over 
good, bad and indiffervcnt roads, spread 
ing the propaganda and purveying possi 
ble routes with the aid of 
engineers, 
this professional assistance being paid 
for by the club. 
Committees from the 
club worked out all physical details of 
preparation for the meeting. 


As gradual improvement is effected in 
the Dixie highway, making communica- 
tion easier between the north and south, 
and when in future years the great ar- 
tery of traiHc is rendered permanent in 
construction, the thanks of a 
nation 
will go out to the Chattanooga Auto- 
mobile club for the intelligent and un- 
tiring efforts whicl^ put the highway 
machinery in motion. 


The Dixie higlnvay, eventually to be 
a connected I'oad of permanent charac- 
ter from Chicago to Miami, Fla., was 
launched at Chattanooga, Tenn., the 
halfway point. 
The occasion proved to 
be one of the largest and most success- 
ful good roads meetings ever held in the 
United States. 
Several thousand dele- 
gates attended. Each of the six states 
from the first has been identified with 
the movement officially represented by 
its governor or some man designated by 
him. In addition, Ohio's lieutenant gov- 
ernor attended and the governor of Ala- 
bama was represented. 


Preliminary to the open meeting the 
governors held three conferences, as a 
result of which a resolution was pre- 
sented to the convention for the purpose 
of authorizing permanent organiration 
of the Dixie Highway association, and 
designating manner of selection of a 
body of men to decide on the official 
route, ITie resolution was adopted, and 
the governors of Ohio, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Ggorgia and Flor- 
ida wei-e authorized to appoint two men 
from each of those states, these four- 
*een men to have full authority in se- 
lecting the route.

One Hundredth Birthday of 
Bismarck Notably 
Celebrated. 


Berlin, April 10.—Correspondence - of 
the Associated Press,—For the space of 
a day the Berlin that is known to so 
many thousands of Americans—the Ber- 
lin that is both gay and gala—teturned 
on the first of this month, on the oc- 
casion of the 100th birthday of Bis- 
marck, the Iron Chancellor. 


For- the first time in many months 
hundreds of officers gathered who were 
not in the now familiar field gray, but 
who wore instead sJl the gray trap- 
pings of parade uniforms and who, un- 
der a brilliant sun-lit sky, made an im- 
posing spectacle as they gathered about 
the great statue of Bismarck before the 
Reichstag building. 


Xo event in months has brought to- 
gether so many of the inhabitants 
of 
Greater Berlin. 
In 
thousands 
they 
crowded about the open space between 
the reichstag and the gilded statue of 
victory that stands, perched hundreds 
of feet in the air, at the head of the 
Sieges Allee. 


Berlin, like all the other cities of Eu- 
rope, has by comparison with its for- 
mer self been somewhat subdued dur- 
ing the past few months. This air van- 
ished completely. 
However, as 
thou- 
sands of voices took up the refrain of 
patriotic songs sung in the old chan- 
cellor's honor, standing bare-headed in 
the sunlight, gazing upwards towards 
the heroic figure. 


"Deutschland, Deutschland, ueber al- 
Ics," and "Heil dir im Siegerkranz" rang 
out with a little more than the custom- 
ary vigor as the singers thought of the 
present times and the circumstance that 
Bismarck's centennial should fall in the 
midst of a war more strenuous than he 
ever conceived. 


Within ten minutes after the cere- 
mony at the statue, Unter den Linden 
was transformed into the Unter 
den 
Linden of old-time parade days, with 
every gviard house contingent out in 
front prepared to salute 
the almost 
numberless generals who walked or rode 
past in their gorgeous uniforms. 


Though Bismarck's birthday was cele- 
brated almost everywhere in 
Germany, 
the most important recognition of the 
ccntennial was in Berlin, where 
the 
ceremonial was 
led t)y 
the imperial 
chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg 
followed by all the generals and admir- 
als not on duty at the front, the presi- 
dent, officers and members of the reich- 
stag and of the Prussian diet, city of- 
ficials from Greater Berlin, the grand- 
son and namesake of the 
chancellor, 
Prince Otto von Bismarck, and, to give 
a unique touch to the affair, the grand- 
son of the kaiser, the nine-year-old son 
of the crown prince, 
^ Within a few minutes after the ar- 
rival of the functionaries the great Bis- 
marck statue was surrounded by great 
^eaths, the gifts of individuals rang- 
ing from the emperor to minor officials, 
and from organizations from the reich- 
stag to the committee for the erection 
of a national statue to the chancellor. 


From every flag pole on the reichstag 
building thft black, white and red flags 
fluttered in the breeze, and the square 
in front was a blaze of color, contrib- 
uted by banners of every sort and by 
the gay costumes, not only of the mili- 
tary, but of students in fencing suits 
who clanged their foils against 
each 
other in keeping time to the patriotic 
songs. 


The only suggestion of war allowed 
to enter the scene were a few remarks 
of the speakers, the words of some of 
the songs and the field gray imiforms 
of an "honor companjr" that faced the 
Bismarck statue with presented arms 
during the proceedings. 
In all 
other 
respects it was the gay and festive Ber- 
lin of old. 


Ever since Germany ha^ been winning 
victories in the present war her people 
have been in the habit of hanging out 
flags—the three-colored German banner 
and the state flags of all sorts and de- 
scription. Not even the victories of the 
Masurian Jjakes, however, brought out 
one-half of the banners that the Bis- 
marck celebration did.

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Peons Grow Bumper Crops 
and No Longer Work 
for 20c a Day. 


(By David Bruce.) 


Chihuahua,. Chih., Mexico. April 30.— 
There's nothing to it! 
Here, around 
Chihuahua, the Avhole people are more 
prosperous than ever before in the his- 
tory of. the country since the day the 
Spaniard iirst invented the peon class. 


As I already have written—there is 
nò doubt about the people of the city. 
But 1 was a little shaky about the coun- 
t r y districts. 
It seemed to me that 
t^ére must be suffering and poverty and 
hunger there after the last four years. 
I heard things that made me doubt, but 
I also heard of mines and factories, 
Tvhieh had been the sole support of 
Tillages, closed do^vn, and I was not 
sure. 


But now I've been and I've seen for 
myself. 


I rode westward into the hills with 
an American who has been down here 
for about twenty years, and who has 
spent the last four years in the hills 
west of here. 


He gave it away even before I saw 
with my own eyes. He knew I was a 
newspaper man and he evidently was 
impressed with the need of making me 
féel the full horrors of the revolution. 


We rode out past the apple and peach 
orchards, past the truck farms and into 
the wonderfully colored hills. 
As we 
róde we passed'caravana of burros l ^ e u 
with vegetables and milk and corn— 
mostly corn. 
We began dipping into 
sudden valleys, each with its one or two 
or three farms. The green is just be- 
ginning to show on the hills and bare 
places. 
The first shoots of the spring 
grass are thrusting through on the hill- 
sides. 
But in these valleys, 
where 
there was Avater, everything was green 
and rich looking. 


As we rode the old man kept at his 
job. He told me stories of how Durand 
•who According to him, was Villa's ''old 
man of the mountains," 
confiscated 
crops and mules and horses and cattle; 
how all the farmers of the mountains 
were sick to death of the revolution; 
how they were anxious for the United 
States to intervene. 


I let him talk without interruption. 
He drew a picture of utter devasta,tion 
all through the hills, and cf a people 
left stripped and naked by the soldiery. 


There Avere three statements he made 
which didn't jibe worth a hoot. He said 
the people of the hills, like those of the 
city, had got so they youldn't work. 
Still, he declared, they wanted the Uni- 
ted States to butt in and settle things. 
And then he said they had had the big- 
gfêst corn crop in years all through the 
western hill district. 


"WTien he had 
apparently 
finished 
talking, I mildly asked how they had 
managed to get the biggest crop in 
Tears if none of them would work. And 
it was then he spoiled all his picture of 
devastation. 


"The worst of it is," he said, "that 
these people have got more money than 
ever they had before in all their lives 
and so long as they've got money they 
won't work. I tried for two weeks to 
hire some men at Slinaca, and I couldn't 
get one. All of them had money." 


I laughed until I almost fell off my 
mule, and he looked at mc in pained 
surprise. 


We were getting deep into the lulls 
by this time. 
We came to mountain 
villages, some of them such as had been 
described to me, with closed doAvn mines 
on their borders. 
At each one. I got 
down and nosed around on one pretext 
or the other. 1 could find no traces of 
suffering or starvation, and I did see 
a good deal of comfort and a good many 
Mexicans who seemed to bo- going about 
Iheir own business «]tiite competently. 


I found that some things were more 
costly in the village stores than in the 
city. 
For instance, coffee, which sells 
for two pesos, thirty-five the kilo in 
Chihuahua, was selling at four, five and 
six kilos in the mountains. In the 
other land, a beef, 
which 
would cost 
forty ($4.50) pesos (don't you wish you 
could buy one for this in tlie- United 
States?) in 
Chihuahua, 
only 
costs 
twelve pesos in ' the mountains. So 
imagine that living cost pretty nearly 
equalizes itself, with the difference that 
the essentials of life are all cheaper 
In the mountains 
and the 
luxuries 
cheaper in the city, 
' 


The small farmer who formerly had 
to pay Terrazas or one of his kin an 
outrageous rent, now is paying little or 
no rent. 


Also, I do know that the small farm- 
er in the western district has pretty 
much done away with the middleman 
or rather the revolution did away with 
the middleman for him. In the old days 
the merchant or agent, of the big in- 
terest« used to go through the entire 
smit^l farming district and corner all 
the crops. 
He paid the small renter 
practically nothing, and he or his house 
reaped a harvest in gold later. The rév- 
olution has done away with the big in- 
tvrest, like the Terrazas outfit, and has 
made the merchants who are left afraid 
to take a chance. S.o the small farmer 
ii marketing his crops himself, which 
explains the droves of burros we met on 
the road, and also, I imagine, the money 
in the pocket of the farmer and his de- 
pendents.

Must Sway Public Opinion. 


The tentative steps taken up to date 
have produced no.results whatever, due 
to "the bitterness felt by the belliger- 
ents for their enemies. 
It has been 
borne in upon the peace advocates that 
before any advance of a tangible char- 
acter can be made itiis absolutely nec- 
essary to produce a favorable public 
opinion among the allies. 
It also is 
essential that Italy shall be induced to 
remain aloof from the war. 


So far as Germany and Austro-Hnn- 
gary are concerned, their willingness to 
stop hostilities has 
been 
proclaimed 
again and again 
by 
their unofficial 
agents in the United States and Italy. 
They can afford to make peace, because 
the net result of the war up to date has 
been in their favor. 


Great Britain and France feel they 
cannot 
stop 
fighting 
because 
theSr 
prestige, sio important in 
government 
of some of their colonies, has digiinish- 
ed seriously in conscqtjence of ttieir de- 
feats. 
Be/ore they can consent to en- 
ter into negotiations they must win a 
signal victory.

Austrian Company Pays Its 
Tribute to :pittle Jan 
Wisniewsld. 


Vienna, April 15.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—Jan Wisniewski, 
aged ten, who died a hero, has been 
buried with full 
military 
honors 
in 
Maehriach-Weisskirchen. 
He was one 
of the youngest, if not the youngest of 
the actual fighters in this war. 


Jan's home was ip Rychwald, from 
which he fled with his parents, Polish 
peasants, when the Russians came in 
December. 
The three 
were 
making 
their escape in a wagon when a piece 
of shrapnel 
killed 
his 
father 
and 
mother. 


Neighbors took him in, but his child- 
isli mind clamored for revenge and he 
waited only until it was night to run 
away and join the 
Austro-Hunganan 
forces. 
The soldiers let him 
in 
the 
trenches and soon made him their fa- 
vofite. 
He was so small that he could 
wriggle from one trench to 
another 
with food, tobacco and the like, with- 
out making much of a target. 


Last month, when ammunition sud- 
denly ran low during the midst of a 
vicious attack, and the fire was so hot 
that it wa-s out of the question to make 
one's way to the ammunition wagons, 
Jan begged in vain to make a try for 
it, and, when he was refused, made a 
dash for it. 
' 


He reached the train in safety, load- 
ed himself down with cartridges, and 
began the return journey. 
A hundred 
feet from the trench the Boldiers saw 
him fall, struck by a piece of shrapnel. 
Willie the men, regardless of the fire, 
ran toward him, he worked his way on- 
ward toward the trench imtil he col- 
lapsed ten feet away. 


Wlien the battle was over Jan was 
removed to the field hospital, but his 
wounds were too severe, however, for 
him to survive them. 
He is mourned 
by "his"' company as no other member 
has been.

tion section of the government has se-

In other 
words, the cainpaign upon 
which the 
country is about entering is quite likely 
to develop into an attempt to settle the 
issues—to find out if possible what the 
election is about. 


The opposition will say tliat an elec- 
tion is not necessary, that it is quite 
uncalled for, that the business of the 
country can go on quite well without an 
election, and that in fact an election 
is only another , and burdensome distrac- 
tion at a time when the best thought 
and all the energy of the people 
are 
needed to cope with the new and seri- 
ous problems raised by the war.

Memel, however, hod had twenty-four 


lours' notice, and had utilized the time

Ignorant of the fate that might have 


befallen those they had left behind, suf- 
fering terribly in the ..bitter weather, 
the fugitives waited, hoping desperately 
that.the reinforcements .for -which they 
had appealed so earnestly had arrived 
to drive the Russians out. There they 
remained a week, or for four days aft- 
er the invaders had been expelled with 
great.losses. 


For three days the Russian 
troops 


camped about the town. Their swoop 
ori Memel seemed to have been inspired 
by no tactical reasons, for they did not 
sink the. ships in the land-locked har- 
bor, .nor. fortify themselves. Germany's 
lircat that Russian towns would be 
destroyed if' they continued' to 
burn 


down German villages is believed to.' 
ha-v/i restrained them from destroying 
Memel. 


Instead they cleaned out virtually ev- 


ery delicatessen store, every provision 
market and every wine and liquor es- 
tablishment in Memel. Individual sol- 
diers, prowling about, entered the homes 
of inhabitants and added to their fear 
by their depredations audk their threats. 


On Sunday the German reinforcements 


began to arrive, and the Russians be- 
gan to leave. A few hours later a trail 
of dead bodies from the center of the 
little city to Althof—or its-remnants— 
told the story of the departure. ."When 
the last .Russian had gone and the in- 
habitants ventured out of their homes, 
171 corpses were picked up and piled 
together preparatory to burial

"2. The industrial world is placing 


the ban on liquor because it robs work- 
ing men of efficiency. 
Great corpora- 


tions are refusing to employ drinking 
men. 


"3. The .business world has discov- 


ered that there is no revenue in a sa- 
loon license. 
The United States gov. 


ernment does not receive any real reve- 
nue from the liquor traffic; when the 
people of a nation spend $2.000,000,000 
annually for liquor and the government 
collects $222,000,000, that 
cannot 
be 


called a revenue. This does not take 
into account tho great army of defec- 
tives, insane, idiotic, crippled, paupers, 
and criminals which the state has to 
take care of. 


"Tho next step in dealing with, the 


liquor traffic is national prohibition, and 
the reasons for it are these: 


"First, it is a national issue because 


the government draws revenue from the 
traffic and protects it. 


"Second, the- pcoplo are demanding 


national prohibition because the liquor 
states do not protect their humanity 
from the evil of the liquor traffic. Cities 
like New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston. 


Chicago, have so far taken no steps to 
remove the saloons with all their crime- 
producing and evil results. Humanity 
is worth more than property. Human- 
ity is being destroyed by the saloon. If 
tho buildings in thcsu cities were be- 
ing destroyed by gangs of lawless men, 
the people would be very indignant and 
do everything in their power to arrest 
and punish these men. The liquor is 
destroying that which is worth more 
than all the property in these cities. 
If the liquor states will not protect 
theit humanity, the United States gov- 
ernment ought to do it for them. This 
is not an invasion of slate rights, but 
a protection of them. 


Demand National Prohibition. 


"Third, the prohibition states them- 


selves demand national prohilhtion to 
protect their slate rights; when the 
Wcbb-Kcnyon bill, the interstate com- 
merce measure, was passed by congress, 
it was a great protection to the state' 
rights of Kansas. AH the prohibition 
states arc demanding national prohi- 
bition, so *t)At they my be protected 
from the invasion of the liqnor states. 


'"Fourth, national prohibition is de- 


manded in th« interest of uniformity of 
legislation. What is a crime ;n fix- 
teen ststcs ought to be a crime in ev- 
ery other state. If a. man makes and 
seils liqaor in Kansas, we put him in 
jail. If he makes «d sellt liquor in 


mnnding national prohibition. Men of 
all parties are coming together on this 
issue. 
If the democratic party piits 


national prohibition into its platform 
it will probably remain in power.

it docs not do it, and the republicans 
have the political wisdom to adopt na- 
tional prohibition, they will come back 
_into power. If the political parties do 
not get on the water wagon, they wil" 
go under it." 


Address by Daniel A. Polling. 


"The Dawn of National Prohibition 


was the subject of the address deliverei 
Friday afternoon by Daniel A. Poling 
Ht- spoke in part as follows:

claring himself either for or against na 
tional prohibition. There will never b 
another general election without th 
recognition of prohibition as one of th 
great issues before the people.

talesmen are standing forth to lead 
be people into the promised land of na- 
ional prohibition. 


Turning to the industrial phase of 


he liquor problem, the speaker 
said: 


We can tinker with the tariff until 
.oomsday and not begin to solve the 
iroblem of the high cost of living until 
ve take two billion dollars out of the 
:hicvjng fists of John Barleycorn. This 
s -the annual drink bill of the United 
States. 


Reason for Child Labor. 


"The problem of child labor is not 


solved by taking children out of mines 
and factories. 
Why are they there? 


At least 350,000 children who labor are 
suffering industrial abuses because the 
liquor traffic has tampered with the nat- 
ural provider, has impaired or cut off 
entirely the earning power of the par 
ent. 


"Who is the first man laid off am 


the last man taken ont The fact thai 
the father has 'lost his job' does no 
signify that the child has lost its ap 
petite. 


"We are fighting for a saloonlcss na 


tion, that we may have a country fr'e 
from the partnership of the liquor traf 
fie, and a flag that carries not a singl 
liquor stain." 


He gave the history of tho 
Flyin 


Squadron of America, telling how it wa 
organized in Columbus, 0., immediately 
after the national convention of the 
Anti-Saloon league in November, 1913.

David was many years In reaching his 
throne. At first ooth court and army 
did him honor (ch. 18:2), yet he con 
ducted himself with great modesty 
(18:18, 23). He also obeyed the kin 
explicitly though he knew fully tha 
he was the God-appointed successo 
of Saul. Escapes as •wonderful and a 
providential as David's occur In th 
lives of most of us If we could but 
know them. 


. I. David and Jonathan, w. 1-3. The 
story of th» lore of David and Jona- 
than is a classic. With such close 
family relations and a son-in-law so 
successful at arms It Is strange that 
Saul's anger should vent Itself upon 
David. At first Saul iras much at- 
tached to David hut the admiration of 
the people for David aroused his jeal- 
ousy, (cb. 18:6) and Jealousy Is pecu- 
liarly a soldier's disease. The slave of 
Jealousy never has peace. As sin and 
'disobedience developed In his life Saul 
became subject to fits of Insane rags 
during one of which, an David played 
,upon his harp and endeavored to quiet 
the monarch's spirit, he hurled a 
Javelin, which served as his scepter, 
at the harpist (ch. 19:10). Saul felt 
that David was divinely protected and 
he knew that God had departed from 
his own Ufa (15:23; 16:14). Saul did 
not keep his grief and rage to himself 
for Jonathan and the nation alike 
knew all ahout It. 


II. Saul and Jonathan, w. 4-7. • It 


took courage and self-sacrifice on 
Jonathan's part to speak on behalf of 
David. Prudence and principle are 
combined in Jonathan's plei. Those 
•who envy Include In their hate and 
anger all -who speak kindly In hehalf 
of their enemy. But Jonathan's argtt 
ment (vr. 4, 6) 
IB unanswerable. 


David had not sinned aralnat Saul; It 
was Jehovah -who "wrought a great 
«alvat!on for all Israel" on the day 
David took his life In his hand and 
'overcame Goliath. Jonathan pleads for 
God as well as for his friend. 
He 


called to Saul's memory his former 
Joy 
at 
seeing 
Jehovah's victory 


through David and for the time being 
Saul was persuaded (T. 6) and made 
another of those impetuous promises 
which proved so fleeting. Ushered by 
Jonathan (Matt. 5:9) David, returned 
to Saul's presence, entered once more 
upon the discharge of his duties and 
desisted only when he saw that his 
presence only aggravated the king and 
that he was uselessly exposing his life 
in Saul's presence. David was faith- 
ful to God and to God's anointed king. 


"III. Mleha! and David, w. 
8-12. 


Saul's hatred was too deep to be per- 
manently overcome. David went out 
and won a great victory over the Phi- 
listines and as he followed his courtly | 
duty, Saul burst out with a fresh at-1 
tack (vv. 8, 9). David had married 
Micbal when about twenty-one years 
of age and Saul's attacks occurred dur- 
ing the next three years. The evi. 
spirit mentioned was a demon (18:10; 
Acts 16:16-18; Mark 1:23-26), a mes- j 
senger of Satan permitted by God for 
Saul's discipline (II Cor. 12:7). God 
permits evil to come upon men not to 
;empt them—solicit them to do wrong 
—but to bring them to repentance or 
to refine them as pure gold. Thus evil 
may be said to do God's work (ch. 
4:1) "to be sent from Jehovah."

"Aun.'1'ka's International Trade as Af- 
fected by the Kuropean War," reviewed 
commercial conditions in the world trade 
prior to tin; outbreak uf the war, show- 
ing tliat <jroal Britain, Germany and 
the United States ranked in tke 'order 
named in competition for. foreign busi- 
ness, lie said that the United States, 
when hostilities began found itself un- 
prepared to meet the situation cither 
financially or in a commercial way. 


"It ia not necessary," he said, "to re- 


view tho history of the critical months 
of August nnd September last. I never 
think of that period without thank- 
fulness to the men In private business 
nnd finance who with great courage and 
wise resource pull«d us through those 
trying weeks. 
I hope they will ac- 


knowledge as freely that the govern- 
ment did what it was able then to do 
to tho same end. Wo are concerned, how- 
ever, chiefly to consider what tho ex- 
traordinary change is which has come 
over tho face of our foreign trade- since 
theso things wero done. 


"A floating debt of perhaps four hun- 


dred million dollars 5ms been paid in 
goods, and not in gold. 
Some of the 


gold we had exported to pay what WE 
owed before tho war has come back to 
us in pay for debts due us. It amounts 
since the 1st of December to over six 
hundred million dollars. We are sav- 
ing money as a nation1 at an astonish- 
ing rate. The nations of the,world turn 
to us for cash. The nations-turn to us, 
both belligerent and neutral, not only 
to f urniah them goods, but to loan them 
tho money with which to pay for the 
foodn they buy from us. Wfe arc lending 
tho world money and we are selling the 
world goods, and both to such- an ex- 
tent that our foreign financial outlook 
and the condition of our export trade 
has taken on within ten months an en- 
tirely new significance. 
A new spirit 


has come into our commercial lite—a 
new Fiense of relationship to others and 
of our power to help them and of our 
ability to supply them." 


"It is doubtless risky," he continued, 


"to foretell what thn ultimate effects 
of tho current "war shall he upon our 
commerce.

followed by all the generals and admir- 
als not on duty at the iront, the presi- 
dent, officers and members of the reieh- 
stag and of the Prussian diet, city of- 
ficials from Greater Berlin, the grand- 
son and namesake of the 
chancellor, 


Prince Otto von Bismarck, and, to give 
a unique touch to the affair, the grand- 
son of the kaiser, the nine-year-old son 
of the crown prince. 


Within a few minutes after the ar- 


rival of the functionaries the great Bis- 
marck statue -was surrounded by great 
wreaths, the Rifts of individuals rang- 
ing from the emperor to minor officials, 
and from organizations from- the reich- 
stag to the committee for the erection 
of a national statue to the chancellor. 


From every flag pole on the reichstag 


building the black, white and red flags 
fluttered in the breeze, and the square 
in front was a blaze-of color, contrib- 
uted by banners of every sort and by 
the gay costumes, not only of the mili- 
tary, but of students in "fencing suits 
who clanged their foils against 
each 


other in keeping time to the .patriotii 
.songa.

Chihuahua,. Chih., Mexico. April 30.— 


There's nothing to it! 
Here, aroun 


Chihuahua, the \vliole_ people we mor 
prosperous than ev;cr before in the his 
tory of 'the country since the day th 
Spaniard tiret invented thu pcou class. 


As 1 already have written—there is 


no doubt about the people of the city. 
But I was a little shaky about the coun- 
try districts. It seemed to me that 
there must be suffering and poverty and 
hunger there after "the last four years. 
1 heard things that made me doubt, but 
Itlso heard of mines and 
factories, 


which had been the isole support of 
villages, closed down, and 1 waa not 
Kurt. 


But now I've been and I've seen for 


myself.' 
I rode westward into the hills with 


nn American who has been down here 
for about twenty years, and who 'has 
spent the last four' years in the hills 
west of here. 


He gave it away even before I sa.w 


with my own eyes. He knew f was a 
newspaper man and he evidently was 
impressed with the need of making me 
feel the full horrors or the revolution. 


We rode out past the apple and peach 


orchards, past the truck farms and into 
the wonderfully colored hills. 
As we 


rode we passed"caravans of burros laden 
with vegetables and iMk and corn- 
mostly corn. 
AVe began dipping.into 


sudden valleys, each with its one or.two 
or three farms. The green is just be- 
ginning to show on the Itills and bare 
places. 
The first shoots of the spring 


grass are thrusting through on the hill- 
sides. 
But in these valleys, 
where 


there was water, everything was grcci 
and rich looking. ' 


As we rode the old man kept at his 


job." He told me stories of how Duraui 
who according to him, was Villa's ''oU 
man of 
the 
mountains," 'confiscated 


crops and mules and horses and cattle; 
how.all the farmers of, the mountains 
were sick to death of the revolution; 
how they! were anxious for the United 
States to intervene. 


I let him talk without interruption. 


He drew a picture of utter devastation 
/ all through the hills, and of a people 


left stripped and naked by the soldiery. 


There were three statements he made 


which didn't jibe .worth a hoot. He said 
the people of the hills, like those of the 
city, had got so they youldn't work. 
Still, he declared, they wanted the Uni- 
ted States to butt in" and settle things. 
And then he said they had had the big- 
gest corn crop in year's all through the 
western hill district. 


When he had 
apparently finished 


talking, I mildly asked how they had 
managed to get the biggest crop in 
years if none of them would work. And 
it was then he spoiled aU his picture of 
devastation. 
• "The worst of it is," he said, "that 
these, people have got more money than 
"%?eV'tKSy'"had- before 'in all their lives, 
and go long a» they've got money they- 
won't work.- I tried for two weeks to 
hire some men at Minaca, and I couldn't 
get one. All of them had money." 
_:..!• laughed until I almost fell off my 
mule, and he looked, at me in pained 
•surprise. 


. We were getting deep into the hills 
by this time. We came to mounta.in 
villages, some of them such as had been 
described to me, with closed down mines 
' on their bordgrs. At each, one I got 
down and nosed around on one pretext 
or the other. I could find no traces of 
Buffering, or starvation, and I did sec 
a good deal of comfort and a good many 
Mexicans who seemed to be going about 
their own business-quite competently. 


I found that some things were more 


.costly in the village stores than in the 
'city. For• instance, coffee, which sells 
for two pesos, thirty-five the kilo in 
Chihuahua, was selling at four, five and 
six kilos in the 
mountains. In the 


other land, a beef, which would cost 
forty ($4.50) pesos (don't you wish you 
could buy one for this in the United 
States'!) in 
Chihuahua, only 
costs 


twelve pesos in the mountains. So I 
imagine that living cost pretty nearly 
equalizes itself, with the difference that 
the essentials of life are all cheaper

Austrian Company Pays Its 


Tribute to Little Jan 


Wisniewski. 


Vienna, April 15.—Correspondence of 


the Associated Press.—Jan Wisnievrski, 
aged ten, who died a hero, has been 
buried with full 
military 
honors 
in 


Maehrisch-Wcisskireheu. 
He was one 


j of the youngest, if not the youngest of 


the actual fighters in this war. 


Jan'g home was in Rychwald, from 


which he fled with his parents, Polish 
peasants, when the Russians camo in 
December. 
The three 
were 
making 


their escape, in a waf;on when a piece 
of shrapnel killed 
his 
father 
and 


mother. 


Neighbors took him in, but his child- 


ish mind clamored for revenge and he 
waited only until it was night to run 
away and join the Austro-IIungariim 
forces. 
Tlio soldiers let him , in 
the 


trem-hfs and soon mudu him their fa- 
vorite. He was so small that he could 
wriggle from one trench to another 
with food, tobacco and the like, with- 
out making much of a target. 


Last month, when ammunition sud- 


denly ran low during the midst of a 
vieious attack, and the fire was so hot 
that it was out of the question to make 
one's way to the ammunition wagons, 
•Ian begged in vain to make a try for 
it, and, when he was refused, made a 
dash for it. 


He reached the train in safety, load- 


ed himself down with cartridges, and 
began the return journey. A hundred 
feet, from the trench the soldiers saw 
him full, struck by a piece of shrapnel. 
Whilo the men, regardless of the fire, 
ran toward him, he worked his way on- 
w»rd toward the trench until he col- 
lapsed ten feet away. 


When the battle was over Jan was 


removed to the field hospital, but his 
wounds were too severe, however, for 
him to survive them. He is mourned 
by "his" company as no other member 
has been.
